W ARNER ROBINS A FB, Ga. 
(AP) — President C arter ordered 
the Pentagon and the government s 
chief purchasing agency Friday to 
make sure they buy the lowest- 
priced steel available in the wake of 
recent steel price increases. 


He also asked the Council on Wage 
and P rice Stability to begin a study 
of prices, costs and the steel in­ 
dustry’s economic picture. 


His order to the D efense De­ 
partm ent and the General Services 
Administration, and the announce­ 
ment of the study, w ere made public 
aboard Air Force One as C arter flew 
to Georgia for a vacation. 


C arter said that if recent price in­ 
creases in steel products rem ain in 
effect, the average price of steel by 
September will be 12 5 per cent 
higher than it was a year earlier. He 


said the average price for all in­ 
dustrial com m odities had gone up 7 
per cent over the past year. 


“ There is no doubt that the steel 
industry has experienced sharp in­ 
creases in costs. Despite rapid price 
increases, profitability in the steel 
industry rem ains w eak.'' C arter said 
in a m em orandum for the Council on 
Wage and ITice Stability. 
“ N evertheless, the recent con- 


phih m i 


tinuation of the kind of price and cost 
increases that we have been w itness­ 
ing in one of our most basic indus­ 
tries clearly jeopardizes our efforts 
to achieve a deceleration in the over­ 
all rate of inflation, 
he said. 


C arter said he wanted the council 
study completed by Sept. 30. He said 
it should: 
—Identify the reasons for price in­ 
creases ; 
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—Exam ine the im pact of federal 
policies on steel costs, prices and 
economic conditions facing the in­ 
dustry, and 
—Study possible government ac­ 
tions to m oderate steel price in­ 
creases

Polanski had been charged with six 
counts, ranging from rape by the use 
of drugs to sexual perversion If con 
victed on all six counts, Polanski 
could have faced 10 years to life in 
prison.

House passes Carter's energy bill 
Dramatic shift in American living seen; great victory for Carter but Senate fight looms 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The House 
handed President C arter his biggest 
legislative victory Friday by approv­ 
ing a broad plan designed to make 
d r a m a t i c s h i f t s in th e w ay 
Americans use energy 
The energy package now goes to 
the Senate where substantial opposi­ 
tion already has arisen to many of its 
key features, especially those calling 
for new taxes on crude oil and on 
industrial users of natural gas. 
The bill passed by the House on a 
244 to 177 vote sets two m ajor goals: 
a sh ift aw ay fro m A m eric an 
dependence on foreign oil and 
dram atic im provem ents in energy 


conservation 
It will mean higher 
energy prices for all Americans 
Congressional energy specialists 
say the bill will conserve two or 
three million barrels of oil a day In 
contrast. White House energy ad­ 
visers said C arter s original plan 
would have saved about 4 million 
barrels of oil a day 
Although the 
House elim inated 
adm inistration-backed proposals for 
direct increases in gasoline taxes 
and for rebates for persons who buy 
energy-efficient sm all cars, the C ar­ 
ter energy program cam e through 
relatively intact, despite scrutiny by 
five com m ittees and a sustain«1«.!

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
President Carter Friday 
signed a bill authorizing 
$3,2 billion in security as- 
s i s t a n c e 
for 
o t h e r 
countries but expressed 
serious concern about 
provisions in the legisla­ 
tion that allow Congress to 
veto his actions 
He said the provisions let 
Congress prevent lawful 
presidential action simply 
by adopting a concurrent 
resolution of disapproval. 
The provisions raise 
major constitutional ques­ 
tions, Carter said. "They 


also have the potential of 
involving Congress in the 
execution of the laws, a re­ 
sponsibility reserved for 
the President under the 
Constitution," he said in a 
prepared statement 
The President added that 
he was signing the bill 
because of its importance 
to U.S. foreign relations 
and national security, but 
said he intended "to pre­ 
serve the constitutional 
authority of the P resi­ 
dent ” 
F o r m e r 
P r e s i d e n t 
Gerald R. Ford expressed 


similar reservations over 
provisions in a previous 
bill, saying the President is 
supposed to set foreign 
policy. 
Carter said the programs 
made possible by the bill 
i n c l u d e m i l i t a r y a s ­ 
sistance, 
international 
military education and 
t r a i n i n g and f o r e i g n 
military sales. 
“ The bill gives the 
United States an important 
tool with which to help 
m e e t r e a s o n a b l e and 
legitimate defense needs of 
our friends and allies," he 


said "such help contributes 
to our own security.” 


The m e as ur e places 
limitations on the use of 
certain funds and specifies 
the countries in which the 
United States may main­ 
tain m ilitary assistance 
advisory groups. 
It provides that Con­ 
gress. by concurrent res­ 
olution, may block presi- 
dentially approved trans­ 
fers of U.S. military equip­ 
ment and services to third 
countries and certain 
port licenses.

Children may be excluded from 
classes in the Ontario-Monte lair 
School District this fall if they have 
not been immunized against measles 
and other diseases.

The action comes in the aftermath

1,459 students in the district still had 
not received measles shots. (None 
were excluded from school because 
county health officers had not 
required that action,

decision to local district officials ) 
Originally, 3.107 students had no 
proof of immunization, but the 
number was cut down to 1,459. school 
officials noted 
That level of immunization is “not 
acceptable.” according to one school 
official 
He added that the county 
health officer requested local of­ 
ficials to start excluding pupils new 
to the district this fall if they have no 
proof of receiving shots within two 
weeks of admission to school. 
Parents would be warned several 
times, but after that if the proof is 
not shown, children may be ex­ 
cluded Officials also recommended 
that if parents fail to comply (after 
exclusion of the child ) a criminal

Casa Colina workshop provides 
work for handicapped adults

Casa Colina Industries, a sheltered industrial 
workshop, is bridging the gap between unemployment and 
a job for a number of handicapped adults in the com­ 
munity. 
Established by Casa Colina Hospital last fall at 501 NA. 
Second St., the workshop has a staff of eight and is now 
training some 30 clients. 
James A. “ Tony” Sharon, workshop manager, explains 
that the C-asa Colina program differs from the more pop­ 
ular concept of sheltered workshops in several ways. 


the people here are capable of doing highly demanding. 


skilled work ’ 
While some of the contracts have been simple packag­ 
ing and routine assembly work. Sharon said the workshop 
is designed for more demanding types of production 
“ In spite of some gains on the part of employers and a 
slight change in attitude*», the handicapped person really 
has to overcome a great deal of prejudice und distrust to 
get a job,” Sharon says he’s found 


“ Our program is designed for a three-month training 
and assessment period before we try to place the worker 
in a competitive job in the community, 
Sharon explains 


• On the other hand, the disabled person may also feel 
insecure and uneasy about seeking work 
The Casa Colina concept offers a unique training ses­ 
sion during the final days in the program ( ailed the job- 
seeking skills workshop, the training helps clients com­ 
plete job applications, write a resume and learn how to 
properly apply for a job. 


“ Clients in the program are 18 and older, with physical 
disabilities such as back, amputation, or emotional or 
learning problems They are given training evaluation, 
counseling, placement in industry and follow-up as­ 
sistance. 
“ Counselors work with each person to seek out the type 
of skill he's best at doing.” continued Sharon 


The workshop director, who held a similar post many 
years in the San Gabriel \ alley, says Casa Colina In­ 
dustries competes for work contracts at going market 
rates and pays the clients on a piecework rate 


“ We've had an excellent working relationship with 
Johnstone f^mps. General Telephone Co. and Rainbird 
Sprinkler to name a few. These companies have learned 


The cost for the disabled person is being underwritten 
by the state Department of Rehabilitation so there is no 
expense to those in training Quite the contrary, they are 
paid every two weeks 


The workshop was opened in late November in the site 
ot the former Casa Colina Thrift Shop 
Now serving about 30 clients, the workshop hopes to ex­ 
pand to train 60 per day next year, Sharon says 


The contrail management section of the operation is 
constantly seeking work from industrial firms to continue 
its operation. 
Casa Colina lndustri«** is also interested in reaching dis­ 
abled persons who want to train to enter the Job market.

DISCOVERY TEAM IN LABORATORY 


BATAVIA, 111. (A P) - Physicists 
at the Fermi National Accelerator 
Laboratory say they have discovered 
a new "Upsilon” particle that may 
indicate the existence of a whole new 
family of subnuclear particles, 
“ The best guess at the moment is 
that we've seen the first sign of yet 
another quark.” Charles Brown, a 
Fermilab physicist said in an inter­ 
view Thursday. 
“ No one has ever seen a quark. 
Brown said, and they exist only in 
theory. Originally it was thought that 
three groups existed. Then in 1974 
the discovery of the “ J-Psi 
par­ 
ticle at Brookhaven N ational 
Laboratory and the Stanford Linear 


Accelerator Center indicated the ex­ 
istence of a fourth family. 
Now, Brown said, the Upsilon in­ 
dicates that there may be five or 
more. 
In theory, the quark — a name 
taken from James Joyce s “ Fin­ 
negans Wake” — is made up of bits 
of matter. So far. some 200 particles 
which form these bits have been 
identified. 
The research group which made 
the discovery was headed by Leon 
Lederman of Columbia University 
and included other Columbia 
physicists working at Fermilab as 
well as Fermilab physicists and a 
group from the State University of 


New York at Stony Brook. 
Brown said Upsilon is a very heavy 
particle, 10 times the weight of the 
proton and three times the weight of 
the most recently discovered “ J- 
Psi” particle, which until the dis­ 
covery of the Upsilon was the 
heaviest known particle. 
A lot more work must be done to 
confirm that the Upsilon is an indica­ 
tion of a new quark family. 
“ Whether this means the universe 
is more complicted than we thought 
before ... that's not clear,” he said. 
Fermilab has the world s most 
powerful nuclear accelerator, at 500 
billion electron volts. In the Upsilon 
experiment, an intense stream of 


protons was drawn from the ac­ 
celerator and bombarded against a 
razor blade-shaped target made of 
copper, with 100 billion collisions oc­ 
curring each second. 
Each of these collisions produced 
secondary nuclear fragments which 
were absorbed into a 20-foot-long 
column of beryllium. The experi­ 
ment registered the simultaneous 
penetration of the two muons, an­ 
other subatomic particle, emerging 
from each face of the target. 
By measuring the velocity and 
direction of these muons, the scion 
tists made deductions about the 
parent, which they determined to be 
the particle they call Upsilon.

Biking priest likes 
'the little places' 


COEUR D’A LEN E, Idaho (AP) - After serving as a 
missionary in Montana when it was still the frontier, 
riding a bicycle at age 79 isn't much, says the Rev. 
Edward Jennings. 
Father Jennings, whose work as a Catholic missionary 
gave him a love for “ the litUe places.” said he wanted to 
continue helping others when he retired after 50 years of 
missionary service in 1975 
“ I keep saying I am retired, but I seem to be working 
harder than ever before,” he said 
Though officially retired, the priest still ministers to 
the sick, says Mass, offers weekly devotions and takes a 
turn at the pulpit at St. Thomas church here 
He uses his bike on his rounds and says he prefers cycl­ 
ing to driving for the health of both his pocketbook and his 
body. 
As a Redemptorist priest, he organized retreats 
through the west, but not in the big cities. 
“ Our work is in places like Big Timber. Mont.. Kodiak. 
Alaska, and Flaxville, Mont., rather than in Seattle, 
he 
said. 
Once, he said, he arrived during a blizzard for services 
at Jordan, Mont., but found no one else had ventured out. 
“ I was allowed one kerosene lamp for the altar and the 
choir was allowed one lamp as the only light in the 
church,” he recalled.

Tomas is a short, slender 
man with curly black hair 
and a wispy goatee. While 
awaiting his deportation 
hearing, he told his story. 
He said he had nine years 
of schooling in El Salvador,

problem, he said he found 
work only once, in a rice 
factory at $2.80 per day 
Soon, that ended. 
Tomas came north in a 
bus through Mexico. He

Beaudoin talked to a reporter Thursday in his mother s 
home for the first time since the tragedy, Wearing 
dungarees, he rocked silently in a chair, his brown eyes 
transfixed. Occasionally, he paced the room and sobbed 
Since the murders, Beaudoin has lost 15 pounds lrom his 
185-pound frame, 
He said he can never go back to the home where the 
children’s toys are still in the yard and Cheryl’s vegetable 
garden still grows He has visited the graves a lew times 
“ I'm not doing much," he said ‘T m just hanging 
around the house 1 started to leave and then I ended up 
turning around and coming back 1 was going to go away 
just to be alone for a while but I’d rather be lonely with 
my friends 
The 33-year-old Beaudoin was asked If he thought he 
would be able to rebuild his life. 
I hadn't really thought about doing anything yet,

said "It’s just too soon It's not so bad now but that first 
week was terrible We re gating back into shape.

‘it used to be that only 
rich people could afford to 
have murals painted,” said 
the bearded 26-year-old 
San Fernando Valley ar­ 
tist. 
"A rt should belong to the 
people, and this way it can 
be enjoyed by the entire 
community, and not just a 
select few.” 
Bravo is one of several 
v is io n a rie s who use 
brushes and buckets of 
paint to transform urban 
blight into visual delight 
along the streets of Los 
Angeles 
Fading, lifeless walls 
that once bore graffiti have 
come alive with sur­ 
realistic fantasies and 
serene still-lifes as Bravo 
and other artists perform 
their mural magic 
There are p o litic a l 
murals — one shows a 
blonde 
wom an 
r e p - 
resenting justice blind- 
told**d by the American 
flag. There are murals 
painted by rival street 
gangs depicting their 
members in various ac­ 
tivities. ethnic murals 


feature Mexicans, blacks, 
Indians, Asians and other 
races from the municipal 
melting pot And there are 
murals for farm workers, 
students, new lyw eds, 
nature lovers and just plain 
folk 
One on the outside wall 
of a post office in West Los 
Angeles shows an elevated 
freeway abruptly chopped 
in half, the victim of 
a massive earthquake. 
Another rendition of an old 
woman wrapped in an af- 
ghan can be seen by 
motorists driving north on 
the Hollywood Freeway. 
“ M urals reflect the 
mood or feeling of the com­ 
munity, and people often 
come by 
and 
make 
suggestions,” said Bravo, 
who favors blur* jeans and 
funky hats when doing his 
outdoor paintings. 
“ I 
welcome the suggestions; 


it just makes my job 
easier,” 
A graduate ot California 
S tate U n i v e r s i t y at 
Northridge. Bravo used to 
work as a commercial ar­ 
tist but decided murals ot 
tered greater freedom of 


expression and more 
potential. 
“ These are my own 
ideas, not somebody 
else’s,” he said, "In other 
words. I ’m doing the driv­ 
ing, instead of being driv­ 
en.” 
While outdoor murals 
are found in several other 
large cities, in Los Angeles 
they enjoy the blessing 
of the City Council, which 
provided in 1974 an annual 
budget of about $100,000 for 
new murals each year 
Since the city began 
financing the projects, 
about 75 new murals have 
been painted by artists 
such as Bravo In all, there 
are probably more than 
1,000 murals in Los 
Angeles, 
Mural project artists are 
paid $.195 for their efforts 
Their assistants are paid 
$2 50 a hour. 
Once a site and subject 
are chosen, the wail has to 
be sanded and undercoated 
to prepare it for the bright 
acrylic paints. " It ’s not 
like a canvas, where you 
can just begin immediate- 
1\, some of those walls are 


really rough,” Bravo said. 
"You really have to work 
to get them smooth enough 
to paint.” 
Perhaps the most am­ 
bitious project undertaken 
is a pictorial history of 
California that dominates 
a quarter-mile-long west 
wall of a concrete flood 


channel in the San Fer­ 
nando Valley’s Tujunga 
Wash. 
Painted in the summer 
of 1976 by 70 teen-agers, 
the 12-foot-high mural 
covers the period from 
prehistoric times to post 
World War 1 in 13 chap­ 
ters, each 100 feet long.

Mrs. Matsumoto, 51. is 
one of 156 patients at the 
“ A-Bomb Hospital 
in 
Hiroshima 
Doctors say 
that her illn esses — 
leukemia, diabetes and 
other problems — and 
those of the other patients 
cannot be positively 
blamed on that bomb But 
since she is o fficially 
designated a "bomb vic­ 
tim ," she receives free 
medical care and other 
benefits, 
Mrs Matsumoto has no 
doubts about the cause of 
her sickness 
She was a clerk in a 
building a little more than 
a mile from the bomb’s 
"hvpoeenter 
on Aug, 6, 
1945 
1 was on the ground 
floor when 1 saw a terrible 
white flash I run for the 
bomb shelter outside, and 
was the fourth person to 
reach it Just as I got to the 
door, the wind picked me 
up and threw me against 
the side of the door. 
Everyone behind me was 
killed. 
"When I came out, all 
the buildings had been 
destroyed, I went to a 
medical station, 
where 
there were many people 
lined up, badly injured, 
burned. Some died in line. 
It was just like hell,” 
Mrs. Matsumoto suf­ 
fered radiation sickn^s 
Her hair fell out and slie 
became sick for several 
days. 
"M y Stomach has been 
bad since the bomb, 
she 
said in an interview. “ I've 


been in the hospital 17 
times in the past 15 years 
with 10 different illness 
"M aybe it wasn't the 
bomb directly < that caused 
them). But indirectly it 
was the bomb,” she said 
She h as also had two 
d iv o rc e s since 1945 
because she was afraid to 
have children. 
"1 thought they might be 
deformed 
It would have 
been better if I had been 
killed by the bomb,” she 
added bitterly.

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Red tape: the House 
wasting its time and 
the taxpayers' money 


Prosecutor points 
finger at zoos in 
reptile smuggling 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A manage­ 
ment consulting firm says the House 
of Representatives wastes its own 
time and taxpayers’ money through 
poor organization and excessive red 
tape. 
The conclusion is contained in a 
report for the House Commission on 
Administrative Review, which is 
considering recommendations to 
streamline the internal organization 
of the House. 
Prepared by the Westinghouse 
National Issues Center, the un­ 
published report offers a rare look at 
the financial operations of the House 
through the eyes of efficiency ex­ 
perts from private industry. A copy 
of the study was obtained by The As­ 
sociated Press. 
The report says: 
—Lack of a centralized leasing 
arrangment for office equipment 
costs taxpayers $218,000 per year 
because the House doesn't take ad- 
vanatage of discounts offered by sup­ 
pliers of electric typewriters. 
—The House keeps inventories of 
virtually all its property except 
Venetian blinds, rugs and drapes, al­ 
though there is “ near zero” risk of 
theft because Capitol police guard 


every exit and entrance 24 hours a 
day. Most businesses inventory only 
high-value items 
—The Finance Office once fell 50 
days behind in paying claims for of­ 
ficial expenses because nobody made 
plans to handle a crush of new paper­ 
work caused by a change in House 
rules. 
—Nearly one-fourth of all expense 
claims submitted by congressmen’s 
offices must be resubmitted because 
they are prepared incorrectly. The 
consultants blamed the difficulty on 
a needlessly complicated financial 
system, a “ bewildering number of 
forms, and little guidance offered 
(to) the people who must initiate the 
paperwork.” 
—Ten different voucher forms are 
in use, and should be reduced to one 
or two. As many as 15 per cent of all 
vouchers submitted are for amounts 
less than $10, causing “ unnecessary 
paperwork” that could be reduced 
through use of petty cash funds. 
“ A consistent thread that the study 
team has observed is the burden 
which poor system performance can 
place on members’ offices,” the 
Westinghouse report said. 
“ A primary objective of the 


system should be to meet member 
needs with the input on their parts of 
as little time as possible. The job of 
members’ offices should be legisla­ 
tion and not administration.” 
Among the recommendations be­ 
ing considered by the House commis­ 
sion, headed by Rep. David Obey, D- 
Wis.. are creation of a new, profes­ 
sional administrator to take over 
management chores now handled by 
political patronage employes and 
congressmen. 
Also under consideration is a 
proposal to create new comptroller 
and auditor posts to centralize finan­ 
cial responsibilities now scattered 
through some 500 different House un­ 
its. 
The Westinghouse report, the 
result of two months work by a four- 
man study team, was critical of the 
House's financial management, 
procurement and property manage­ 
ment. It blamed shortcomings not on 
House employes but a lack of central 
management. 
“ Decentralization., makes plann­ 
ing and coordination quite difficult,” 
the report said. “ The systems 
currently in place have a number of 
inherent inefficiencies.”

Police seized three type­ 
writers in the apartment 
and began tests to deter­ 
mine if one was used to 
type a letter left for police 
alter bomb blasts Wednes­ 
day at the Department of 
Defense office in the Chris­ 
tian Science Building and 
at the Mobil Oil Corp 
Building. 
At Perez’ arraignment. 
Bronx Asst. Dist. Atty 
Jam es Fere tic said, 
There is reason to be­ 
lieve he may be connected 
with the FALN.” 
FALN is a Spanish 
acronymn for Armed 
Forces of National Libera­ 
tion of Puerto Rico, the 
name used by the terrorist 
group that seeks in­ 
dependence for the island 
Police Commissioner 
Michael ('odd said a second 
man who lived in the apart­ 
ment, Vincent Alba, 26, 
was being sought. 


There were no injuries in 
the first explosion Wednes­ 
day but the second blast 
ki ll«*d 26-year-old Charles 
Steinberg of Manhattan, 
co-owner of an employ­ 
ment agency, and Injured 
seven others.

federal prosecutor says. 
“ I think the mentality 
among the zoos in this 
country w'hen this in­ 
vestigation started was, ‘If 
you can get an animal, get 
it,’” U.S. Atty. David 
Marston said after a 
federal grand jury here in­ 
dicted 12 persons in a two 
and one-half year investi­ 
gation that ranged from 
the United States to 
France. Switzerland, Afri­ 
ca and Australia. 
Eight of the nation's 
most prestigious zoos were 
identified as having 
received the contraband 
animals. The zoos are: the 
National Zoological Park 
in Washington.D C., a 
branch of the Smith­ 
sonian Institution; the 
Philadelphia Zoological 
G arden; 
St. 
Louis 
Zoological Park; Dallas 
Zoo; 
Knoxville (Tenn.) 
Zoo; Sacramento (Calif.) 
Zoo; Seneca Park Zoo in 
Rochester. N.Y.; and 
Overton Park Zoo in 
Memphis 
Although no zoo officials 
were named in the indict­ 
ments, Marston said the 
U.S. Interior Department 
would seek civil penalties 
against institutions and 
curators that received the 
rare snakes, lizards, 
crocodiles and other cold­ 
blooded animals. 
Zoo officials denied any 
complicity in the alleged 
smuggling 
‘ We did not smuggle any 
snakes.’’ said Charles 
Hoessle. deputy director of 
the St. Louis Zoo 
“ We 
bought the animals in good 
faith. The animals were in 
♦he country at the time we 
negotiated for them It the 
animals were contraband, 
we weren't aware of it ” 
He declined further com­ 
ment, saying federal 
authorities had asked zoo 
officials not to discuss the 
case. 
In Memphis. Tenn , zoo 
director Charles Wilson 
said he believed the two 
Fiji iguanas at his zoo were 
not listed as endangered 
when they were pur­ 
chased 
‘To my knowledge, 
those iguanas were bought 
before the Fiji Islands 
declared they were en­ 
dangered and we believed 
we were buying them from 
a reputable dealer, 
he

Once upon a time living in Pomona had many unusual 
advantages 
On Julv 25, 1908. for instance. The Pomona Progress 
proudly stated: - 
It has been a long time since there 
was a hold-up in Pomona.” 
And speaking of unusual advantages, 1908 was the year 
when coffee was not only selling for from 15 to 110 cents a 
pound hut also when, even at those low prices, one of the 
country's leading wholesalers was advertising - 
Your 
grocer returns vour money if you don t like Schillings 
Best coffee. We pay him.” 
At 287 West S«Vond Street, according to another 1908 
advertisement 
— “ Free samples of Riekerich & 
Friedman homo made cookies are given to any who have 


not tri«*d them.” 
But even more important, when it came to community 
health and sanitation, the records show our 1908 City 
T ru stees were going all out to make certain Pomona 
remained pure and undefiled On July 21 of that year they 
unanimously passed an ordinance which specified definite 
limits — Hamilton Avenue on the west, San Antonio 
Avenue on the east, and Bertie and First Streets for the 
north and south limits — within which area no fertilizers 
could be unloaded in this city.

The 8-p shows the olive 
colobus monkey, a rare in 
habitant of the high forest 
and seen occasionally in 
Ghana's Bia National 
Park The 20-p depicts the 
ebien palm squirrel, found

The 
50-cent depicts hard-hatted 
construction workers on 
their jobs in a building in 
downtown Singapore. The 
75-cent illustrates road and 
traffic laborers with a con­ 
temporary building in the 
background. 
Singapore also released 
the remaining four stamps 
in its definitive series 
featuring seashells and 
marine life. The designs 
show a spotted hermit 
crab, stingray, cuttlefish 
and the lionfish.

They originated on the 
Continent, and first ap­ 
peared in England during 
the late 15th century. A 
complete set consists of 
the twelve saints — and 
was often accompanied by 
a Master spoon hearing an 
image of Jesus. This par­ 
ticular spoon may be iden­ 
tified by the “ Orb and 
Cross” held in the left 
hand, with the 'right hand 
usually raised in benedic­ 
tion

Former schoolteacher gives muggers nightmares

kind of woman who could 
give a mugger nightmares 
The attractive 23-year-old 
could not only defend 
herself but probably would 
leave the would-be at­ 
tacker bruised and sorry. 
The 5-foot-7, 135-pound 
former schoolteacher is a 
skilled 
practitioner of 
karate 
“ It’s something 
you can get excited about 
getting good at. 
she said, 
and she’s very good at it in­ 
deed. Several weeks ago, 
she placed first in her class 
in the Amateur Athletic 


Union National Karate 
Championships at Virginia 
Beach. Va. 
Miss Wansker went to 
the tournament hoping 
merely to be allowed to 
compete, and found herself 
pitted against young 
women from across the 
country in the women s ad­ 
vanced black belt division 
of kumite — freestyle spar­ 
ring. She won all four of 
her matches 
•TViost of the others 1 was 
competing against were 
black belts (the highest 
distinction in karate),’ she 
said. But both she and her 


final opponent in the cham­ 
pionship match were only 
brown belts, -which shows 
you how much a black belt 
means “ 
Miss Wansker, an avid 
skier and swimmer who 
w as c a p ta in of the 
women’s tennis team at 
Bates College here, has 
been practicing karate for 
two years at the Golden 
Fist Karate School in 
Lewiston. Her instructor, 
John Jenkins, himself a 
black belt, said: “ She’s 
quite strong. She can throw 
someone 250 pounds over 
her back In a flip ” 


At the AAU tournament 
she also won the Maine 
AAU 
women’s cham 
pionship last year - Miss 
Wansker relied on her 
favorite maneuver — a 
‘ reverse punch’’ in which 
she twists her opponent 
around and gives him or 
her a quick chop around 
the midsection 
But contestants were 
judged p r im a r ily on 
technique and were not 
supposed to land heavy 
blows “ You throw kicks 
and punches to show you 


have control. ... You re not 
supposed to touch the face 
at all,” she said.

ATHENS, Greece (AP) 
— Seeking to reduce its 
reliance on arms from the 
United States and the 
North 
Atlantic Treaty 
Organization, Greece has 
launched an ambitious 
arms industry of its own, 
Vassilos Georgousopou- 
los, a retired admiral who 
heads the War Industry 
Department, called the 
drive “ an enormous effort 
aimed at self-sufficien­ 
c y ” 
He added in an inter­ 
view: “ A priority listing of 
war supply production fac­ 
tories exists, the beginning 
being made with simple 
conventional weapons and 
reaching highly sophis­ 
ticated equipment We are 
starting with the produc­ 
tion of nitrocellulose used 
in explosives, all types of 
gunpowder, 
conventional 
ammunition, light arms, 
electronic equipment, ar­ 
mored vehicles and tanks, 
missile carrying gunboats, 
small civilian aircraft and 
fighter plane spare parts, 
and will then proceed into 
sophisticated equipment 


like ballistic and guided 
missiles and jet fighters, 
Georgousopoulos said 
the Greek arms industry 
would be export-oriented 
and could m eet non­ 
military production needs 
in times of tranquility. 
Greek m ilitary equip­ 
ment so far has been 
overwhelmingly 
foreign 
supplied. Up to 1974 it was 
m ostly Am erican, but 
since then significant sup­ 
plies have come from West

Underwater engine 
doesn't need fuel 


TEL AVTVrTsraeT (AP) 
— An Israeli investor says 
he has devised an un 
d erw ater engine that 
would operate without fuel 
— an idea that has caused a 
stir in some scientific cir­ 
cles here and excited the 
interest of the government. 
Inventor Igal Mossin- 
sohn, best known as an 
author and playwright, 
believes his machine could 
be a wav to generate power 
without the use of conven­ 
tional fuels. “ You don t 
need the atom, you don't 
need coal, you don t need 
oil,” he said 
Mossinsohn 
says the 
device would operate sub­ 
merged in water and con­ 
sist of a series of chambers 
arranged along a con­ 
tinuous vertical belt. The 
gas-filled chambers would 
rise to the surface and the 
natural buoyancy of a light 
object in water would be 
the main driving force 
"T h e governm ent is 
interested," said Arieh 
Lavie, deputy chief of 
science in the ministry of 
commerce and industry 
We are getting some 
more information and if 
the calculations work out 
we shall try to build a 
prototype.” 
Israel, a country without 
its own oil or coal, is es­ 
pecially interested in the 
search for new energy 
sources And with the un­ 
certainty of oil supplies 
some scientists think 
Mossinsohn s idea is worth 
a close look 


7This could be a cheap 
substitute 
for 
oil-run 
generators," said the 59- 
year-old inventor, who 
numbers among his other 
inventions a method for 
utilizing the energy of 
ocean waves. 
" It ’s so simple it’s amaz­ 
ing nobody thought about it 
before," said Ofer Novick, 
a physicist who has looked 
at Mossinsohn's plan 
He compared the idea to 
filling a balloon with gas 
u nd erw ater 
The inflated 
balloon would rise to the 
surface and at an ac­ 
celerating rate because the 
gas would expand as the 
water pressure decreases. 
The balloons would be a 
s e rie s of ch am b e rs 
arranged along a con­ 
tinuous belt and as the 
chambers rose the belt 
would be set in motion to 
produce power that could 
be transferred to a shaft 
and run an electricity 
generator 
Dr. U ri Fehr, who holds 
a doctorate in planetary 
and space sciences from 
U C LA , described the 
engine as "picking up its 
lift energy from the wa­ 
ter.” 
Fehr said the chambers 
could be injected with gas 
at the bottom of the 
rotating belt and the gas 
bled off as each chamber 
neared the surface He said 
the gas to trigger the 
device could be produced 
in various ways, including 
a "sm all explosion 
of 
gunpowder

The U.S. defense budget 
for th is ye a r is the 
equivalent of about 5.7 per 
cent of its gross national 
product, the sum of the 
country’s total goods and 
services, amounting to 
about $1.2 trillion. 
Georgousopoulos 
gave 
the following run down and 
shortterm timetable for 
the industry . 


The production of 
nitrocellulose, gunpowder 
of all kinds, and ammuni­ 
tion has already reached 
"satisfactory levels,’ and 
entire Greek needs can be 
covered. 
-The light arms in­ 
dustry will begin operation

—The production of 
electronic equipment for 
m ilitary purposes begin

1979. Defense M inister 
Evangelos Averoff recent­ 
ly said it would in fact be 60 
per cent Greek produced, 
and entirely assembled 
here.

—In the naval domain, 
the construction of four 
surface to surface missile 
carrying gunboats w ill 
shortly begin at Greek 
shipyards. The vessels,

—By the end of 1978, the 
needs of the Greek civil 
aviation and military air 
force in spare parts will be 
entirely covered. Exports 
w ill also begin in the 
following year. 
- The construction of 
missiles is still in the plan­ 


ning stage. 
In all fields, the admiral 
added, the government has 
followed the policy of set­ 
ting up the separate in­ 
dustries as private con­ 
cerns, governed by a coun­ 
cil consisting of a business­ 
man at its head and 
m ilitary experts as ad­ 
visers. 
Georgeousopoulos said 
the fastest progress has so 
far been recorded in the 
aircraft industry He said 
the plant at Tanagra, about 


35 miles north of Athens, 
w ill be capable in two 
years of fully repairing, 
servicing and produc ing 
"general material for the 
Greek civil and m ilitary 
air force and interested 
foreign concerns. He said 
the plant’s ultimate objec­ 
tive — he did not specify a 
timetable - is to produe 80 
per cent of the components 
of a small civilian aircraft 
and a sophisticated jet 
fighter, 
including 
jet 
engines.

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Amazon River voyage Proposed 
Expedition re-creation faces steep problems

The three - ship expedi­ 
tion, sponsored in part by 
N a t i o n a l G e o g r a p h i c 
magazine and King Juan 
Carlos of Spain, can't get 
an exit permit to leave the 
port of Belem, Brazil.

authority has said the ex- 
ixdition's three replicas of 
4 00- yea r -ol d S p a ni s h 
caravels lack proper docu­ 
ments and don't m eet 
safety standards required 
of other boats. 
“ These ships are 100 per 
cent safe," Vital Alsar, a 
professor from Santander, 
Spain, who commands the 
expedition, told The As­ 
sociated Press by tele­ 
phone from Belem. "1 was 
very surprised to hear 
about this.** 
The 18-person, eight- 
nationality expedition 
is 
trying to re c re ate the 
v o y a g e 
of 
S p a n i s h 
navigator O rellana, the 


first white man to sail 
down the Amazon River. 
Orellana traversed 11.100 
m iles from Guayaquil, 
Ecuador, to Santander, 
Spain, starting with a 468- 
mile march on foot over 
the Andes. 
Orellana and his men 
built three sail boats in 
Ecuador and sailed down 
th e R io Napo to the 
Amazon, arriving at the 
Atlantic Aug. 24, 1542. 
Orellana's three-year ex­ 
pedition may have had its 
problems, but they did not 
include getting permission 
from the local natives to 
sail to Spain. 
“ Those ships are exactly 
like the ones he built. 
Alsar dec lared. "I don t 
think anybody can say 
they're no good.’* Alsar 
said he had previously been 
granted permission from 
the Brazilian government 
to sail the Amazon, but 
when he arrived in Belem 
recently, he discovered for 
the first time that an exit 
p e r m i t would not be 
granted by the port. “This 
is something I never ex­ 
pected, ^" he said. 
C o m m a n d e r 
C e s a r 
Fagunde of the Port of 
Belem told The Associated 


Press that special permis­ 
sion to leave can be ar­ 
ranged if the government 
of Spain will take full 
responsibility for the ex­ 
pedition. But, he said. 
“ These boats would be 
very dangerous on the high 
seas.' ’ 
He said an exit permit 
originally was refused 
because “ boats have to

The Alsar expedition in­ 
cludes

States, Australia. Peru, 
Ecuador, Mexico, Chile 
and France and is spon­ 
sored by the governments 
of E cuador, P eru, and 
Colombia, Spanish radio 
an d 
t e l e v i s i o n , 
a n d 
N a t i o n a l G e o g r a p h i c 
magazine. Alsar said King 
Juan Carlos of Spain is 
“ the expedition's spiritual 
godfather ” 
Alsar thinks some kind of 
permission eventually will 
be 
a r r a n g e d ,

meanwhile he lam ented 
the kind of bureaucracy 
that has grown up with
